it is witn the decp- st reiucittnca that the undersigned is Com­ 
pelled to uppeir before the public in hi* ow n behalf, in vindi 
eating inm>elf from aspersion* alike unanticipated and unm er­ 
ited. 
T h e cour*e pursued by the Committee of the Houre or Repre­ 
sent itiv.i in the investigation of the Post Office Dcparltnunt, 
has been so directly at variant* with (hat sacred charter of our 
rights, the Constitution of the U nited Plate*, that no other a l­ 
ternativa rein tins, than to seek, through the House of Repre­ 
sentativ es th a t justice which has been denied by it* C o m m it­ 
tee, 
Had I he constitutional right been extended to him, of be­ 
ing apprised o f every complaint, and of being perm itted to 
respond, or to assign the reasons fir w at th e Committee have 
represented as exceptionable, it might not b ive been necessary 
to have taken any fuither notice of thoir proceedings, 
hut 
m any of the most im portant «objects o f complaint w ere con­ 
tented from the undersigned dining the whole investigation, 
and were first made know n to him by the publication of the 
report. 
T he undersigned w a s frequently informed by mem­ 
bers of the Com m ittee, that nothing of an unfavorable nature 
relating to the adm inistration of the Department, had been, so 
far a t regarded himself, developed in the investigation—and in 
no singlr point c.u winch the Committee have been so lavish of 
tlisii anim adversions, was an opportunity given for explanation 
nr defence. 
W h en an Executive D epartm ent o f Ihe Govern- 
inent is thus assiiled by a Committee of a brunch of the Legis­ 
lative D epartm ent, it is but an act of justice, due to the Execu­ 
tive, to the People, and to himself, for tho Head of that Depart­ 
ment to present the facts to the public. 
T h e long train o f reasoning upon the construction of law s — 
th e legality or illegality of tho practices w hich have always 
prevailed, which appear to bear the character o flegul quibbles 
rather than of solid argument or practical u tility—the com ­ 
plaints of ignorance, of a w ant of intelligence, of frugality, of 
system , of regard to public u tility —are alike applicable to the 
undersigned, and to all his predecessors in office. 
Out while 
they betray an ignorance of its practical exigencies, at least 
equal to w h a t they affect to have discovered In others, ilivy 
appear to manifest a strong propensity to point out imperfec­ 
tions, w hether real or im aginary, w ithout the slightest disposi­ 
tion to ackno w led g e anything worthy of approbation. 
T o follow the Com m ittee through all their remarks, would be 
unnecessary. 
T h e o b je c to l this address, it is believed, will be 
as well attained, by noticing a few of the most p ro m in en t, as 
furnishing the genernl character of the whole. 
T h e Committee deny the lawful right ou the part of the Post­ 
m aster General to have made any im provem ent in existing con­ 
tracts for toe t rnnsportat ion o f the mail prior to the passage of 
the law of March 3d, 1825—and they derive ad subsequent 
right to iloso, Irorna prohibitory clause in th at law , which 
provide* that “ no additional allow ance shall he m ade hy the 
Postmaster G eneral to the contractor or carrier o f any mail on 
any route, over or beyond the am ount stipulated in the contract 
entered into for the transporta! ion of the mail on such route 
unless addittoual service shill be required—and th en no addi­ 
tional compensation 
shall be allowed to exceed tbe exact 
proportion of the original amount to tha additional duties re­ 
qu ired .” 
Tho authority givsn to the P o s tn n s tsr General to provide for 
the transportation of the mail ua route* established by law 
the mode and frequency subject to the sol* discretion of the 
Postmaster G eneral, which w as contained in the tormer law* 
and continued is Hie act of M arth 3, 18as, appears to have been 
regarded by every Postmaster General, as conterring ample pow ­ 
er to m ake such improvements as the increasing wants of the 
different sections of country should roqniro, w ithout waitin® 
the delay of years fur contract* to e x p im , and without violating 
th e faith of the Department, by annulling an existing contract 
T h e section of the act of .March 3, 18-25, above quoted 
appears 
to have been regarded by the late Postmaster G eneral, during 
whoso adm inistration it passed, not as Conferring an original 
pow er, but as a restriction of Hie pow er which had ever been 
exercised, atul the existence of wiucli had never been callod in 
question. 
The U!ider8i'{nod has seen no good reason for a dif­ 
ferent construction. 
Helia» viowed his subject in the rim e 
light as hi* predecessor appears to hxvc done, and has »« ted 
on the same principle. 
T h e practice w hich had long prevailed in the Department, 
o f receiving proposals to transport tfie mail on several different 
routes fir one grois n u n , is condem ned hy the C om m ittee__ 
T h is practice did not originate with the undersigned, but it has 
been continued by him, and, in in m y instance», has proved 
highly advantageous, both in point of*ervico and econom y.— 
T h e Com m ittee do not allege that it ii unlaw ful —but they 
reprob ite the practieo bcc uise, as they allege, such hid* cannot 
lie tcsto.l by a comparison w ith separate bids for the same 
routes—and because it is impracticable to contrast them with 
ottier consolidated bids, to deiermins w hich t* most economical 
and advantageous to tho public. 
T h eir allegation, in both 
cases, is the reverse of w hat experience demonstrates to tie. the 
fact- 
There is no creator difficulty in determ ining w h eth er 
n gross am ount forsevetal different routes, is less than the sum 
of the lowest separate responsible bid* on each of the same 
routes, than there is in determ ining w h eth er one separate bid 
Is lower than another—nor has any difficulty arisen in deter- 
mining which bid h most econom ical, when different consoli­ 
d ated bids oever the sam e route. 
No cas* can be specified in 
Which a consolidated bid has operated to tbe prejudice o f a 
separate bid f o r a single routs, except w h e n the acceptance of 
the consolidated bid proved a saving of expenso to the Depart-

In all such r ises, w here the improvement* 
proposrd are o f very considerable magnitu fe, tbe bids arc first 
considered upon the proposition to perform the scivice accord 
m g to the advertisem ent, and the decision is m ade upon that 
c o m p a n io n —so that the proposals of others are not prejudiced 
by Dio improved bids. 
T h e lowest responsible bidder for p e r­ 
forming t lie service according to the ad vert isem ent, is entitled 
to the first consideration, und to him the route is assigned. 
If 
hi* bid Contain a proposition for im provem ents, it i* a subject 
for subsequent consideration, whether the im provement* shall 
be adopted—and, w hether adopted or not, the decision c a n n o t 
affect a n y other bidder, nor operate against individual com pe­ 
tition. 
It is not contended th at the practice is u n la w fu l—and 
no good reason has y e t appeared w hy the Department should 
not avail it*eifof any benefit which may be derived from their 
consideration.

If a contract is entered into, for carrying the 
inati over a certain route, on a horse, anil th e weight o f that 
mail «liait so increase as to render it impossible for” u ho.'*o to 
carry it.b e must either leeve a part of the mail u n earned, or he 
must use tw o or more horses to transport it. 
Hut his contract 
do*« not require him to u »0 more titan one horse. 
He is then 
compelled to imrfonu mure service, and to incur gieater ex­ 
pense, than his contract requires—and in such cases it has 
been considered, as well hy Iiis predecessors 
as by himself 
both law ful and equitable to m ake an increased allowance' 
provided it shall not exceed the pro rata. 
Or if Hm original' 
contract ;« to carry the mail in stages—this kind of tran sp o r­ 
ta tio n , from the y ear 1735, when tiie first provision was made 
in the United Stales, for transporting tlm mail in sta«es, was 
intended to faci itute travelling—and it is still a stipulation in 


tnent to give an increased expedition to the mail between Vork, 
i’a. and Hngerstown, Md. a distance of a little more than sixty 
niilea, so as to tun through in one day, instead o f the contract 
tunc, w hich w as tw o days. 
Inquiry was then made of the con­ 
tractor« on that route, to learn w hat additional expense would 
lie incurred by the improvement. 
T h ey an sw ered , that it 
would require a considerable increase o f sto c k , w hich would 
demand an increase of expense of at least 4' 2,200 a year — and 
th at unless that sum could be allowed for the improvement, it 
could not be m ade. 
Tt was therefore suspended. 
In the fall 
of the »anie year, a new arrangement w as m ade with the c o n ­ 
tractors for giving increased expedition and additional certain­ 
ty to the transportation o f tho m ail between W ashington City 
and Baltimore, which incurred an additional expense at the 
ra e of $ ¡,200 a year. 
The*« w ere the same contractors that 
were transporting the in tils between Vork and Hagerstown. T h e 
service, according to the new arrangement between W ashtnetou 
and Baltim ore, w a s performed with gre 
" 
benefit to tbe country, during that w in 
lc30, atiiither arran g em en t was m ade,by 
w ere relieved from a part of th e burthen of expense imposed 
on them by the arrangem ent of the preceding fall, and thou 
additional com pensation wa« therefore reduced from $ 3,200 to 
$1,000 a year, m aking a difference of $2,200. 
Tills -aving 
being effected from tbe expense w hich the arrangem ents of the 
preceding w in ter had incurred, it was*then determ ined to give 
tho increased expedition before solicited between York and 
H agerstow n,and w hich had beea withheld on n cco u n to f tho 
heavy expenses winch were otherwise required for the exigen­ 
cies of the winter. 
It appears that another company, w h o wore 
associated wttli the contractors,clahnod a participation in the 
additional allow ance made between W ashington a n d Haiti- 
more ; and the Committee impute the reduction of the service 
and compeu-atioii on that route, and t h » improvement on the 
route betw een York and Hagerstown, to a disposition, on the 
p art ot the D epartm ent, to interfere w ith the cla-lnng claim s 
o f these individuals 
“ Indeed,” say they, “ they cannot but 
porceive that conflicting individual claim« to the extra allow ­ 
ance ou one route had their influence in bringing about the 
arrangem ent of .May, 1380 ; they cannot regard th at a rra n g e ­ 
m ent as the result o f public considerations alone, b it as super- 
induced, at least in part, by a wish to give one individual 
c laim an t an ad v antage over another.*’ 
Iti* hardly necessary 
to make a rem ark upon the ilhberality of this imputation, w ith­ 
out the shadow of evidence to ¡sustain it. 
The conflicting 
claim s o f tho individuals, oi tliair companies, never received a 
m om ent s consuleraton from the D epartm ent. 
T h e exam in a­ 
tion of their article* of agreement w as declined ; and no opinion 
i\ as expressed, directly nor indirectly, on the justice or equity 
o f the claim«, 
i ’he Department had none but the contractors 
to dual with ; and their agreem ents with individual* w»re nev- 
er inquired into ; nor had their conflicting claims or interests 
the «lightest Influence to this or any.other othcial act or the i>e 
partment. 
On the routo between Philadelphia and Pittsburgh, Pa. the 
Committee complain that t lie contract was m ad e on an improved 
bid lor running two lines a day over tbe whole route, instead 
o f one, and with m uch greater celerity than wa* called for by 
the advertisement. 
In this, as in all sim ilar case«, the decis­ 
ion was made upon th e proposition fi.r the service« called for 
hy tho advertisem ent, and givon to the low est bidders, w ho 
w ere Janies Reeside dc Co. 
T h e decision did not ntfe’ct tho 
rights oi any other b id d e r ; and the only question 
involved 
w as, w h eth er the improvement proposed should be m ade, 
i f 
the dem and ior the improved service had been extravagant, it 
w ould not have been granted ; but as th • service.« proposed were 
of great utility,’andjihe compensation reasonable,’compared w ith 
tlm am ount of service, the improved bid was finally accepted a* 
a substitute lor the other. 
'Pile improved bid contem plated the 
running of one daily m ad , in a m uch shorter tim e than had ever 
been done before, and the other daily mail to supply the inter­ 
im diale post offices, and to carry' tho heavy hag* ot' n ew s p a p e r s 
and other printed periodicals, to run through more slmvlv — 
r h e call* of Hie country for new spaper intelligence rendered it 
desirable that the periodicals should be conveyed in the more 
rapid line. 
J iris could not be done without a violation of tiiat 
part o f their contract w hich require« provision tor the accom* 
njodation of seven passengers, because it would often exclude 
nil passengers, and «o deprive the contractors o f that part of 
the rem uneration for their services w hich had been secured by 
the stipulation of their contract. 
It was, therefore, imposing 
on them a service beyond w hat their contrart required ; and for
